I EGROS, the great teacher, etcher and painter, was f0rever impressing 
L* upon his pupils the im portance of drawing. 
"He who can draw,” he 
said, “may attem pt anything in art.” 
And the large num ber of dis­ 
tinguished pupils th a t went out from his classrooms is evidence of the 
fact th a t he spoke great truth. 
Legros had no patience with th a t pupil who persisted in using an 
eraser. W herever he came upon such a one. he insisted th a t the eraser 
be thrown out of the window! 
His theory was to cultivate a seeing eye— 
and an honest one. 
Hanging near the desk where I work from day to 
day, is a great example of this m aster’s work—a silver-point drawing so 
perfect th a t there cannot be noted a single false line! 
Sir W alter Raleigh, the em inent English critic, left some marvelously 
illum inating notes on many topics th a t have been gathered together in 
an interesting book. In speaking of writers, he said:

If you do not know 
anatom y, your drawing is woolly." 
W atch a great m aster sculptor, like George Grey Barnard, and you 
will see hands th a t follow the eye as accurately as though there had been 
a track for the fingers. No sculptor ever has known the anatom y of the 
hum an form more truly than B arnard. 
Therefore his work breathes notes 
of life, is vibrant, living. 
It flows in a sea of beauty. 
The thing th at gives im m ortality to the work of a m aster like W hist­ 
ler, for instance, is th at ability which he had of "suppressing the ir­ 
relevant.” 
Had he ever used th a t knowledge of detail, which was ever 
his, he could have made of any of his works of are a veritable encyclopedia 
of knowledge! 
But th a t would not have been greatness. 
The thing th a t gives im m ortality to the work of a m aster like writ- 


ings«of R. B. Cunningham e-G raham is the evidence a t all times of vast 
knowledge—knowledge through experience and observation and under­ 
standing, least of ail from reading. His stories and books bristle and 
sparkle with the fact of knowing. 
Much talk is never an evidence of m uch knowing, nor is th a t of 
prolific writing. M ichael Fairless aud K enneth G ruham e each left but 
three or four books. 
But w hat a cloud of beauty about each!

CALM AS TIME 


TO DIE NEARS 


Convicted Slayer’s Serenity 
Unshaken By Waning 
Hopes For Reprieve. 


8tate Prison, Florence, Ariz. (AP) 
—Thirteen months in the shadow of 
the gallows have passed for Winnie 
Ruth Judd—a period of alternating 
hope and despair, resignation and 
hysterical fury—and have brought 
I her closer to the fourth date set 
for her execution. 
Three times a date has been set 
for her to pay with her life for the 
murder of Agnes Ann LeRol. Three 
times she has seen the noose pushed 
aside. 
Under sentence now to be hanged 
at dawn, Friday, April 21, only a re­ 
quest by the warden for an insani­ 
ty hearing could save her. 
The 
blasting of virtually her last hope 
of life—commutation of sentence— 
has left her smiling, but matrons 
working in six-hour, sleepless shifts, 
watch her constantly. 
An attempt to cut her way to free­ 
dom by use of a smuggled saw 
failed. She then threatened to com­ 
mit suicide, but the watchful guards 
have prevented this. 
As the end 
approaches she remains so serene 
as to mystify prison authorities. 
Now she seems destined to become 
the second woman to be executed 
by the state of Arizona. The other 
was Mrs. Eva Dugan, hanged in 
1930. 
The blue-eyed, slim young woman

who entered the prison soon after 
her 27th birthday was tried only 
for the slaying of Mrs. LeRoi. The 
jury did not believe her plea of in­ 
sanity. 
An attem pt to place herself on 
trial for killing Hedvlg Samuelson, 
for the expressed purpose of relat­ 
ing her self-defense stoi^y before a 
jury, failed the day before the par­ 
don and parole board decreed she 
must die. 
Superior Court Judge Howard C. 
Speakman 
dismissed 
the 
second 
murder 
information, 
holding 
it 
would be a waste of money to try 
her again. 
Three days after the women were 
slain, their bodies—Miss Samuel- 
son’s having been dismembered— 
were found, packed as baggage, in 
the Las Angeles railway station. A 
week later Mrs. Judd was arrested 
in a mortuary a block from the Los 
Angeles hall of justice. 
She had 
not been out of the city since bring­ 
ing the bodies there from Phoenix. 
Convicted in Phoenix 
She went to trial in Phoenix in 
January, 1932, and three weeks lat­ 
er, at 9:30 p. rn. of February 8, a 
jury which had deliberated less than 


two hours found her guilty of mur­ 
der in the first degree and named 
the death penalty. 
Placed in one of the iron-barred 
death cages, adjacent to the little 
gallows room, she became violent, 
and shortly was removed to the wo­ 
men’s quarters. There she was al­ 
lowed 
more 
freedom 
and 
grew' 
calmer for a time. 
Occasionally, dressed in the dark 
blue frock she wore when the sen­ 
tence of death was pronounced in 
the Phoenix court, she attended the 
prison chapel. 
Her prayers there, 
she declared, were only for her 
aged parents, the Rev. and Mrs. H. 
J. McKinnell, who came to Arizona 
from Darlington, Indiana, to aid 
their daughter. 
The condemned woman’s first real 
bitterness was displayed w'hen the 
Arizona supreme court denied her a 
new trial. 
“I’m not a murderer!” she cried. 
"I fought for my life when Miss 
Samuelson came at me w’ith a gun!” 
i Three months later, with accom­ 
paniment of tears, she told the 
board of pardons and paroles the 
same thing, but to no avail.

ON KNOWING 
L 
EGROS, the great teacher, etcher and painter, was forever impressing 
upon his pupils the importance of drawing. ‘ He who can draw." he 
said, “may attempt anything in art." 
And the large number of dis­ 
tinguished pupils that went cut from his classrooms is evidence of the 
fact that he spoke great truth. 
Legros had no patience with that pupil who persisted in using an 
eraser. Wherever he came upon such a one, he insisted that the eraser 
be thrown out of the window! 
His theory was to cultivate a seeing eye— 
and an honest one. Hanging near the desk where I work from day to 
day, is a great example of this master’s work—a silver-point drawing so 
perfect that there cannot be noted a single false line! 
Sir Walter Raleigh, the eminent English critic, left some marvelously 
illuminating notes on many topics that have been gathered together in 
an interesting book. In speaking of writers, he said: 
“A good writer 
is like a good draughtsman—uses few, decisive, lines. 
If you do not know 
anatomy, your drawing is woolly.” 
Watch a great master sculptor, like George Grey Barnard, and you 
will see hands that follow the eye as accurately as though there had been 
a track for the fingers. No sculptor ever has known the anatomy of the 
human form more truly than Barnard. Therefore his work breathes notes 
of life, is vibrant, living. It flows in a sea of beauty. 
The thing that gives immortality to the work of a master like Whist­ 
ler, for instance, is that ability which he had of “suppressing the ir­ 
relevant.” 
Had he ever used that knowledge of detail, which was ever 
his, he could have made of any of his works of are a veritable encyclopedia 
of knowledge! 
But that would not have been greatness. 
The thing that gives immortality to the work of a master like writ­ 


in g s ^ R. B. Cunninghame-Graham is the evidence at all times of vast 
knowledge—knowledge through experience and observation and under­ 
standing, least of all from reading. His stories and books bristle and 
sparkle with the fact of knowing. 
Much talk is never an evidence of much knowing, nor is that of 
prolific writing. Michael Fairless and Kenneth Grahame each left but 
three or four books. But what a cloud of beauty about each!

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RUTH JUDD IS 
GALM AS TIME 
TO DIE NEARS 


Convicted 
Slayer’s Serenity 
Unshaken By Waning 
Hopes For Reprieve. 


State Prison, Florence, Ariz. (AP) 
—Thirteen months In the shadow of 
the gallows have passed for Winnie 
Ruth Judd—a period of alternating 
hope and despair, resignation and 
hysterical fury—and have brought 
I her closer to the fourth date set 
for her execution. 
Three times a date has been set 
for her to pay with her life for the 
murder of Agnes Ann Le Hoi. Three 
times she has seen the noose pushed 
aside. 
Under sentence now to be hanged 
at dawn, Friday, April 21, only a re­ 
quest by the warden for an insani­ 
ty hearing could save her. 
The 
blasting of virtually her last hope 
of life—commutation of sentence— 
has left her smiling, but matrons 
working in six-hour, sleepless shifts, 
watch her constantly. 
An attempt to cut her way to free­ 
dom by use of a smuggled saw 
failed. She then threatened to com­ 
mit suicide, but the watchful guards 
have prevented this. 
As the end 
approaches she remains so serene 
as to mystify prison authorities. 
Now she seems destined to become 
the second woman to be executed 
by the state of Arizona. The other 
was Mrs. Eva Dugan, hanged in 
1930. 
The blue-eyed, slim young woman 


who entered the prison soon after 
her 27th birthday was tried only 
for the slaying of Mrs. LeRoi. The 
jury did not believe her plea of in­ 
sanity. 
An attem pt to place herself on 
trial for killing Hedvig Samuelson, 
for the expressed purpose of relat­ 
ing her self-defense story before a 
jury, failed the day before the par­ 
don and parole board decreed she 
must die, 
Superior Court Judge Howard C. 
Speakman 
dismissed 
the 
second 
murder 
information, 
holding 
it 
would be a waste of money to try 
her again. 
Three days after the women were 
slain, their bodies—Miss Samuel- 
son’s having been dismembered—• 
were found, packed as baggage, in 
the Los Angeles railway station. A 
week later Mrs. Judd was arrested 
in a mortuary a block from the Los 
Angeles hall of justice. 
She had 
not been out of the city since bring­ 
ing the bodies there from Phoenix. 
Convicted in Phoenix 
She went to trial in Phoenix in 
January, 1932, and three weeks lat­ 
er, at 9:30 p. rn. of February 8, a 
jury which had deliberated less than 


two hours found her guilty of m ur­ 
der in the first degree and named 
the death penalty. 
Placed in one of the iron-barred 
death cages, adjacent to the little 
gallows room, she became violent, 
and shortly was removed to the wo­ 
men’s quarters. There she was al­ 
lowed 
more 
freedom 
and 
grew 
calmer for a time. 
Occasionally, dressed in the dark 
blue frock she wore when the sen­ 
tence of death was pronounced in 
the Phoenix court, she attended the 
prison chapel. 
Her prayers there, 
she declared, were only for her 
aged parents, the Rev. and Mrs. H. 
J. McKinnell, who came to Arizona 
from Darlington, Indiana, to aid 
their daughter. 
The condemned woman’s first real 
bitterness was displayed when the 
Arizona supreme court denied her a 
new trial. 
“I’m not a murderer!” she cried. 
“I fought for my life when Miss 
Samuelson came at me with a gun!” 
* Three months later, with accom­ 
paniment of tears, she told the 
board of pardons and paroles the 
same thing, but to no avail. 


Frog Dines On 
Snapping Turtle 


So cannibalistic are some of the 
large frogs retained at the state’s 
fish hatcheries th at even snapping 
turtles occasionally form part of 
their menu, according to a recent 
report from the fish commission. By 
way of illustration of this tendency 
of the big green fellows to eat “any­ 
thing moving not too large to swal­ 
low” is an incident thai occurred 
recently at the Reynoldsdale hatch­ 
ery, Bedford county. 
Retained in a heated building, a 
big frog at Reynoldsville had not 
gone into hibernation during the 
winter as do frogs in a wild state. 
A small snapping turtle accidentally 
got into its cage, and the big green 
fellow swallowed it without hesita­ 
tion. 
After its unusual meal, the frog 
showed no signs of discomfort or 
“frog indigestion.”

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REVEALS GOOD 
FISH STREAMS 


Many Fishermen Expected To 
Invade North Central Coun­ 
ties To Seek Trout. 


Rivaling streams in counties of 
the North Tier of the state, and in 
the opinion of many Pennsylvania 
trout fishermen equally productive 
of fine catches of the spreckled 
beauties are those in the north cen­ 
tral counties, Center, Clinton, Ly­ 
coming and Sullivan. Thousands of 
trout, brook, brown and rainbow are 
taken from mountain and meadow 
streams in this area each season, 
and opening of the season on April 
15 will, in all probability, find large 
numbers of trout fishermen on these 
waters, according to the fish com­ 
mission. 
The scenic beauty of mountain 
lands in the north central counties 
is a contributing factor to the popu­ 
larity of this territory with trout 
fishermen. A number of the larger 
streams.
